ning on an aerial railway of Its own at 
a speed ten tiroes greater than that ol 
an American express train and con- 
veying letters from one city to another 
In u minimum of time and at a great 
saving of money. This is effected by 
placing high Iron poles at a convenient 
distance from each other all along th« 
line on which the rnetal box OP vehicle 
Is to travel. The poles nre connected 
at the. .op by a scries of steol wires, on 
^hlch the postal Jjjjlcle Is to run, pro- 
pelled by electricity. "*"•* "- 


wires are necessary to set. the 


"Vehicle going, two performing the sen 
Ice of rails on which the wheels move 
and the other two supporting tho mini 
atnre postal tranicar In Its progress. A 
vehicle starts every five minutes from 
the upper story of a central postofllcc 
•with Its freight of letters, newspapers 
and other dispatches and stops either 
at the end of tho wire or ut an Inter- 
mediate station, according to the elec- 
tric momentum which it will have re- 
ceived. It it is intended to reach the 
final station, say Naples from Rome, It

Ev- 
ery demagogue learns to bellow first 
from the cart tnil hla unlimited, un- 
questioning certainty of that superior- 
ity nnd universal applicability. 


"I am not bore to dispute the belief- 


only to define tbe facts about it. If our 
form of government Is tho beat, it can- 
not be bo because It is the cheapest. 
On the contrary, it la one of tho most 
expensive In the world, with more paid 
lawmakers than any other, higher sal- 
aries generally for subordinates, though, 
with very unworthy scrimping in some 
of the most important places Hko the- 
Judiciary, higher pay on government 
contracts, more lavish appropriations 
for internal Improvements aud the 
costliest array in proportion to number 
and work. ' 


"Our form of government cannot be 


the best because It Is the most efficient. 
On the contrary. It is one of the slow- 
est In the world, the most complicated, 
curabrous and limited. Our foreign rep- 
resentatives have been again and again 
humiliated by appeal from citizens 
abroad wbnm %va could not or did not 
protect against Impressment, Tvlth our 
passports In their bauds. Into the mili- 
tary service of othor countries. Every 
few years we are all huialllated before 
the world because of riotous outrages 
on Italians or on Chinese or on other 
foreigners, widen some state lias not 
suppressed or atoned for and the na- 
tion has no adequate control of. This 
very year there* could be found for five 
months no power iu the state of Penn- 
sylvania or In the United States to stop 
disorder nnd riot In the co.a* mines, and 
finally that Imperative work had to 
be done by voluntary effort outside tli 
coubtltmiomil 


tervened. 


"Evon within the spheres In which It 


will work our form of government Ifi 
not the easiest to work. On the con- 
trary. It requires, to keep It running 
successfully, more public spirit, more 
study about candidates, more time for 
multitudinous elections, local, state and 
national; moru wntchfulnefcs of public 
officials, and a higher average of Intel- 
ligence than any other In the* world, 
and no one has ever shown that with- 
out this alert and devoted public spirit, 
-this unremitting rttcntlon and this 
high average of intelligence it could 
have achieved Its best successes or 
could now maintain them. Some of our 
states repudiated their public obliga- 
tions, and It took vehement and long 
continued cfTorlb to get the disgraceful' 
action reversed."

NEW AUTOMOBILE DEVICE. 


Architect KodfCHun'H Invention. Ile#- 


iutorti Speed «£ Muc'lilucH. 


E. J. Hodgson, n Minneapolis archi- 


tect, has Invented a speed register for 
automobiles, the use of which, if. re- 
quired by. city governments, may solve 
Ibe problem of keeping the "devils" 
•within bounds as to speed. 


The inventor, according to the Kew 


York Times, has applied to the patent 
ofllce for patents oil reglstora which, 
attached to automobiles, may be seen 
from the side of the street by pedes- 
trians, ivho may know at Just what, 
speed a machine is traveling. A po- 
liceman can, therefore, tell at a glance 
the rate at which a machine Is going, 
and if the speed ordinance is being 
violated lie can make an arrest on, the 
spot and have the registered speed, for 
evidence. The registers have two di- 
als, one showing the speed up to thirty- 
six miles an hour and the other any- 
thing higher than that. The registers 
are so arranged that in case of an ac- 
cident one of the bands looks at the 
point registered when tlie accident oc- 
curred, thus showing whether the 
speed was top high, or not.
